Ali the farming land in the Uniied 
States except the -reservations has 
been taken up, but there remains 1D 
the Dominion of Canada, between the 
Great Lakes and the Pacific Coast, 
a district as large as Germany, Aus- 
trian and France, for the most part 
untouched by the plow and the axe. 
It contains vast areas of arable 
land and pasture, magnificent for- 
S ests, and undeveloped tracts pf 
. 3 great mineral wealth, which in- 
cludes gold, silver, copper, iron and 
coal. It could support a population 
of 59,000,000. There is no finer 
grain country on the North Ameri- 
can continent than Manitoba and 
Asssiniboia. The Canadian  govern- 
ment has been unable to convince Eu- 


ropean emigrants that the _ North- 
welst was a land of promise. lis 
vastness, its loneliness and severe 


winter climate repelled them. If it 
depended on the European peasant- 
farmer for settlement it would re- 
main a country of splendid distances. 
But themen of Wisconsin, Minnesota, 
the Dakotajs, Iowa, and Nebraska un- 
derstand the great possibilities of 
the great prairie and forest couniry 
of the Northwest, and although it 
is alien territory, they are crossing 
the boundary by thousands with 
their farm equipment and house uten- 
sils to possess themselves of land. 
The spring migration already has 
reached the total of 10,000. It is es- 
timated) that before the twentieth 
year of the century 2,000,000 Ameri- 
cans will have settled in the Cana- 
dian Northwest. The flag that flies 
over them will be a_ British flag, but 
will they become citizens of Canada ?

Wholesale Death ina Coal Mine 


Coal Creek, Tenn. May 1 9.—The 
worst disaster in the history of Ten- 
nessee mining occurred at 7;30 o’clock 
morning when between 175 and 225 
men and boys met instant death at 
Fraterville coal mine, two miles west 


of this town, as a reslt of a gas ex- 
pldsion. Out of the large number of 
men and boys who went to work this 
morning developments at 10 o'clock 
tonight show that only one man is 
alive and he is so badly injued that he 
cannot live. His name is Wm. Mor- 
gan, an aged Englishman, who was 
a shaft man in the mine and was blown 
out of the entrance by the force of the 
explosion, One hundred and seventy- 
five miners were checked in for work 
this morning by the mine boss. In ad- 
dition te these were boys to the num- 
ber of seventy who acted as helpers. 
Fraterville is the oldest mine in the 
Coal Creek district, having heen open- 
ed in 1870. It is three miles from the 
mines to the point where the men 
were at work. They had not been at 
work long before the terrible explosion 
occurred. There was a fearful roar 
and then flames shot from the en- 
trance and the air shafts. News ot 
the disaster spread like wild-fire and 
as soon as possible two rescuing par- 
ties were started in at the mine en- 
trance of the Thistle mine. The lat- 
ter were unable to make headway as 
the as stifled the workers. They work- 
ed all day long at the slate obstruc- 
tion and not until 5 o’clock this even- 
ing did they force an entrance through 
it. Up to that time-onty five bodie: 
had been recovered but as soon as the 
rejscuery could enter they worked 
through a continudus iomb of death. 
There was not a sign of life. Every 
man had perished. The mine was not 
a nfire except in the remotest portions 
and all the bodies inay be reached be- 
fore daylight.

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Sheep in the Territories. 
Condit‘ors in the Canadian West 
that favor the invasion of the golden 
hoof.—English breeds not so suitable 
as the Merino for life or the plains. 


(By J. McCaig.) 


The development of the Oanadian 
Northwest from a staie of semi-bar- 
barism to a state of active and pro- 
gressive industrialism, has been  sig- 
nally rapid. The transformation of 
the country from the domain. of the In- 
dian and the renegade to the realm of 
the cancher and farmer was a quick 
process, The cattle business made its 
way by the long trail within the sha- 
dow of the Rockies all the way from 
the hot suns of Texas to the region 
of the luxuriant buffalo add bunch 


grasses north of the _ internaiional 
boundary. As the business moved nor- 
thward. its character likewise changed. 
The Texas longhorn, valuable chiefly 
for its hide, which concealed very lit- 
tle flesh beneath, was transformed, or 
totally supplanted, by the beef of the 
Saxon. \Saxon susceptibility, too, 
soon made itself master of the art of 
the cowboy, and the cattle business, 
in its highest phages, passed out of the 
hands of the indolent Spaniard, The 
advantages of the West in fced and 
climate, for the making of beef, were so 
great that the growth of the business 
has heen extremely rapid. The rancher 
in early days found conditions so easy 
that he was impelled io rapid expan- 
sion, The profits, likewise, were high, 
and it was easy for him to fall into the 
idea that beef was king in the West. 
In the areas devoted exclusively to 
ranchinig, by reason of their arid or 
Semi-arid character, this is still the 
case. The area of the cattle rancher, 
however, is being steadily restricted, 
and encroached upon by the cultivator 
in the ircigable districts. The irriga- 
tionists, however, is the smallest of 
the cattleman’s troubles, for the land 
that is capable of being irrigated is 
only a sma proportion of the whole 
ranching area. The chief competitor 
of the catileman for wesiera grasses 
is the sheep man. ¢ 


Beginnings in sheep have been com- 
paratively recent, but they are subject 
to very rapid increase, and importa; 
tions have continued in great numbers. 
The uyimber of sheep in the Territories 
now, is probzbly in the neighborhood 
of three hundred ‘housand. This num- 
ber does not seem large compared with 
the number in the State of Montana, 
which alowe supports six million sheep. 
But Montana is devoied almost  ex- 
clusively to sheep, while cattle are the 
larger interest in the Canadian Norih- 
west. lt is significant, too, that the 
importation within the past year has 
about fifty or sixty thousand. In 
other words, about one-fifth of the 
total number. From this fact and the 
well-known. fact that the free grazing 
arews of the United States are almost 
completely apropriated, it is fair to 
prophesy that the influx will be very 
great within the next three or four 
years. 

The class of stuff that has been in- 
troduced has been, in the first in- 
stance, either Merino or Merino grades. 
The problem of the rancher at the be- 
ginuing has been one of numbers, rath- 
er than of quality. Sheep from ihe 
other provinces in sufficinet numbers 
for this purpose, and they would not 
answer in any case. The highly cultur- 
ed English mutton breeds which are 
bred under the most favorable condi- 
tions of food and shelter, could not 
readily adjust themselves to the trav- 
elling and exposure borne by the west- 


ern sheep all the year round. The 
Merino, on the other hand, is a good 
rustler under hard conditions. It can 


travel long distances without fatigue, 
and carries little flesh, so can lose 
little, and has a fleece generally im- 
pervious to rains and driving storms. 

Though every sheep must be a pro- 
ducer of both wool and mutton, breeds 
differ in their fitness to produce these. 
The Merino are pre-eminently wool 
sheep while the English breeds are just 
as distinctly mutton sheep. By rea- 
son of the luxuriant grasses of the 
Canadian West and the sharper appe- 
tiles belonging to anima!s in the up- 
per temperate belt, we are adapted to 
the production of mutton rather than 
wool. The Merino is a somewhat scant 
feeder, while the English sheep is a 
gross or heavy feeder. Circumstances 
of another sort tend to make us em- 
phasize meat production as against 
wool. There is a heavy American duty 
on Canadian wools, vehich is practically 
prohibitive with respect to that condi- 
venient market. Just at this point it 
might be questioned whether the grant- 
ing of a preferential tariff to Britain 
pn woolen goods is not obviously some- 
what foolish sentiment in view of. the 
naturalness of trying to build up large 
manufacturing interests on our cheap 
wool products. 

Though the foundatioa stock of the 
Canadiaa ranch has been wool sheep 
we have largely abandoned the wool 
traditions belonging to the otherside 
of the line and on the breeding side 
the work of the rancher has been to 
build up from Merino foundation, on 
the ewe side, flocks of high mutton 
grades, by using males of the English 
breeds, In this process the rancher has 
met with som trgublesome problems. 
(The \suecessive use of English sires 
means a deterioration of the flock for 
ranch purposes in two respects. The 
first cross gives a fine animal, the 
second gives an animal likewise of good 
mutton form, but ane that shows con- 
siderable falling off in weight, both 
with respect to wool and carcase, as 
compared with the English sire. Theo- 
retically this cross should be larger 
than the half-breed, but the elemina- 
tion of the Merino blood has the effect 
of unfitting the animal for range con- 
ditions. The lightening of the fleece 
has led to a resort to somewhat indis- 
criminate crossing and we find some 
ranchers after using mutton rams, 
generally of Shrop or Oxford blood, for 
a number of years, again resorting to 
Merino sires, in order to give addition- 
al weight to the fleece.

Though the wool is cheap in Canada, 
sheep ranching thus far has been pro- 
fitable and satisfactory. Except fora 
slight outbreak of anthrax in one or 
two flocks during the past season, the 
climate and soil are highly favorable 
to health. Food is luxuriant and 
cheap, and the demand for mutton for 
the British Columbia market has been 
active and the prices satisfactory. The 
problem before the rancher is one con- 
nected with breeding. The question is 
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whether a satisfactory composite sh 
is going to be evoived from a blending 
of the Merino with some of the mut- 
ton breeds, Whether he can succeed 
with indiscriminate and capricious 
crossing and re-crossing, or whether his 
business can best be carried on by 
bringing in straight Merino ond only 
using it for a first or second cross:

noo”, by a vote of Ti to 34, passed 
the vill to incorporate the Bishop of 
‘he Orthodox Russian Greek Catholic 
-hurch of North America and the Al- 

eutian Islands. { 


The opposition to the pill 
by Mr. Lariviere, of Provencher, Man., 
who argued that it would incorporaie 
in Canada the state church of Russia, 
the head of which was the Czar, who 
might exercise a pernicious influence 
in this country. Canada, he said, had 
trouble enough now with the Douk- 
hovors, who declined to recognize our 
laws in regard to the resignation 0 
lands and marriages. : 

He argued also that the matter of 
granting incorporation in this case was 
a matter of business and not of faith. 
He explained the status of the two 
branches of the Greek church, the Or- 
thodox Gceeek or state church of Rus- 
sia. and the Greek Catholic church, 
under the jurisdiction of the Pope. 
objected to the use of the word “Ca- 
tholic” in ihe incorporation of the Rats- 
sian church in Canada. 

“No body has a monopoly of that 
name,” Mr. Belcourt remarked.

Mr. Lariviere pointed out that this 
bishop, who lived in San Francisco, 
didn’t Jhave his church described «as 
“Catholic” in the United States. 

Mr. John Chariton read Webster’s 
definition, showing the general charac- 
ter of the word “Catholic,” and argued 
there could be no possible objection to 
its use in connection with this section. 

Mr. Oliver, who has charge of the 
pill, declared that the very features 
of the bill to which Mr. Lzariviere ob- 
jected were amendments put in in 
committee to satisfy that hon. gentle- 
man. It appeared to him that Mr. 
Lariviere wails more loyal than the

Trans-Canada Railway. 


The Quebec Morning Chronicle gives 
a clear appreciation of the advantages 


of the Trans-Canada railway and says; | «7 believe,” said Mr. Speer: 


Not only for the city of Quebec, but 
also for the Dominion of Canada, and 


the entire British Empire, there is no | as can be found in western Canada, be- 


more promising project in the direction 
of railway building, at the present 
time, than that which has originated 
among our own people for a trans- 
continental road from. ihe Atlantic to 
the Pacific, traversing the rich prairle 
lands of the far Northwest at a dis- 
tance of three io six hundred miles 
north of the Canadian Pacific, and 
thus forming the shortest as well as 
the safest possible highway between 
east and west for the conveyance of 
both troops and breadstuffs. 

The western terminus of the proposed 


railway! is to be Port Simpsqn, on 
the, Pacific coast, and the distance 
from Quebec to this port is 2,839 


miles, against 3,078 miles by ©. P. R. 
from Quebec to Vancouver, a saving 
in distance of no less than 248 miles. 
The distance from Chicoutimi to Port 
Simpson will be 370 miles shorter than. 
the present line from Quebec to Van- 
couver, that from Chicoutimi to Win- 
nipeg will be 280 miles shorter than 
from Quebec to Winnipeg via the C. 
P. R., while from Chicoutimi to Yo- 
kohoma, as compared with the rouie 
from Quebec to Yokohoma via _ the 
Cc. P. R., the saving will be 720 miles. 

The saving in distance is by no 
means the only advantage possessed 
by the new route over all existing 
trans-continental lines. In the all-im- 
portant matter of gradients it fairly 
distances ail competitors. While the 
summit crossed, by the Canadian Pa- 
cific, railway in the Kicking Horse 
Pass thas an elevation of 5,400 feet 
above the sea level, and while one of 
the American Pacific roads reaches an 
elevation of 11,000 feet, the summit of 
thet Trans-Canada will be ‘but 2,000 
feet in the Peace River Pass, or 2,800 
in the Pine River Pass. The summit 
between the St. Lawrence and James 
Bay is less than 1,200 feet, and the 
approaches to both summits are so 
gradual that there should be no diffi- 
culty in obtaining a maxumim = gra- 
dient of one per cent, from ocean to 
ocean, and probably the maximum of 
six-tenths of one per tent, which is 
now so eagerly sought for by Ameri- 
can trunk lines. 

Since, travel invariably follows the 
shortest and easiest route, there is 
not the slightest doubt that when the 
Trans-Canada. railway has been com- 
pleted from Quebec to Port Simpson, 
the bulk of the through traific from 
the Pacific must come io this port. 
This is not, however, the only advan- 
tage to be expected by Quebec from 
the completion of ihe projecied tranis- 
continental road. It is destined to 
run for a large part of this route 
through perhaps the greatest expanse 
of wheat land in the world. Almasi 
everybody now knows that recent ex- 
plorations prove the soil in the James 
Bay territory to be equal in fertility 
to that of the St. Lawrence valley. 
The richness of the land in the im- 
mense Peace River valley is well 
known, and present information goes 
to show that the country between 
James Bay and Lake Winnipeg, and 
between Lake Winnipeg and Peace 
River is also excellent. So that ii 
may be said that the whole couniry 
from the Saguenay to the Rockies is 
fit for setilement and for the raising 
ot cereals, and could support a popu- 
lation of many millions, sufficient, in 
fact, if the zone between this line and 
the C. P. R. were settled to raise 
breadjstufis for the entire british Isles, 
and so to make them independent oi) 
all foreign countries. 

The worst climate io be mei with 
on the propoped line will be that of 
the country between Lake Si. John 
and James Bay, and recent informa- 
tion goes to show that eventhis has 
been very much exaggerated and mis- 
represented. Observations taken at 
Moose Factory, on James Bay, prove 
that the average summer temperature 
during five yearns was somewhat higher 
than thai of Chicoutimi, and three de- 
grees warmer than Rimouski, while 
the average snowfall was only half 
that of Montreal. So that from a 
climatic point of view everything 
whick can be grown at Rimouski, Chi- 
coutimi or Winnipeg, can be produced 
in the James’ Bay territory,—the least 
favorable portion of the whole extent 
of the country to be traversed by the 
Trans-Canada railway. 

In addition to the enormous  out- 
put of grain which may reasonably be 
expected by the new line frem the ter- 
ritory to be opened up by it, it must 
be understood that there will be a 
branch to Winnipeg, which will bring 
that city 162 miles nearer to Quebec 
than it is py the C. P. R., and give a 
mileage from Winnipeg to Chicoutimi 
of 1,284 miles, against 1,572 miles 
from Winnipeg to Quebec over the 
c. Pp. R. Thus it would offer the 
shortest route also for the shipment 
of grain from the’ province of Mani- 
toba to the Atlantic seaboard at Que- 
bec and Chicoutimi. ‘ 

Moreover, the advantage of thiscon- 
nection to the farmers of Manitoba 
weuld be such as to create a_ perfect 
revolution in the values of land and 
crops in the prairie province. The 
saving in distance, the level character 
of the road and the consequent easy 
gradients, would, it is estimated, make 
it profitable to haul wheat to the sea- 
board at seven cents per bushel less 
than it now costs the farmer of Mani- 
toba, This saving, even on the pre-
